Collisions between the volunteers and 
the citizens and civil authorities of Chat- 
tanooga and the country surrounding the 
park have become so numerous as 
to attract general attention.

The Bay of Santiago is beautiful beyond description, tropical forests surrounding it on all 


the contrary on closer inspection. The streets are indescribably filthy and the same will apply 
to the inhabitants. There is no sewerage system and the offal of all descriptions is dumped in 
the streets, to be consumed or left alone by the buzzards, who constitute the scavenger system 
j There is but one bathtub in this city of 60,000 inhabitants. It is a second-hand bathtub > 
and was imported to Santiago by a Consul under President Cleveland. When he left that city two 
years ago he willed his bathtub to his successor. : 
The city is compactly built. The streets are narrow, the houses are of adobe and brick, 
and every residence is strongly fortified. The walls of these houses are on an average of three 
feet in thickness. The windows and doors are protected by heavy iron gratings, and the entire 
city looks as though it is prepared to résist a siege. Most of these houses were built from one 
to two centuries ago, and were actually fortified for protection against bandits and robbers. 
Santiago is next to Havana the richest city on the island. ‘Phere is comparatively little 
poverty and the millionaires are counted by the scores. On the plaza are the cathedral, one of the 
oldest and finest on the western continent, and the opera-house. The display of diamonds in 
either of these most popular places of resort will equal that of a first night at the Metropolitan 
Opera-House in New York City. A vast majority of the women of Santiago are decidedly dusky 
in hue. There are probably not a dozen full-blooded Spanish women in the city. : 
Back of the City of Santiago are the mountains, which extend almost the entire length of 
the southern coast. It was in these mountains that the insurrection started and had its stronghold, 
and where the arms and ammunition bequeathed to the present insurgents by all preceding 
insurrectionists were stored. These strongholds are absolutely impregnable and none of the 
Spanish commanders has ever attempted to penetrate them. 9 
There are two good coaling depots along the shores of the bay one at Cinco Reales, 
three miles from the entrance, and another directly across from the city. These are not govern- 
ment coal yards, but are owned by the Juraugua Iron company, which brings the coal from the 
United States in the steamers used in its iron trade. Some coal is brought from Great Britain, 
but only a small percentage of the stock. The iron company is controlled by American capital, 
which also controls the short lines of railroad running from the city to the mines. | 
At last accounts the average amount of coal brought into these yards yearly from abroad 
was 13,000 tons. Most of this was anthracite and Cumberland, with a small percentage of Welsh, 
English, and Scotch, There are no known facilties for docking. vessels, but the city has several 
machine shops capable of making ordinary repairs on visiting vessels. 5

York World.]—The smart little steamer Te- 
cumseh has conducted two landings upon 
the Cuban coast, thirty-five miles apart, and 
both within six hours. Cuban surf, clear 
daylight, and Spanish sentinels made the 
undertaking 

For fifty miles east of Havana every shel- 
tered cove, every projecting point, and al- 
most every unfrequented strip of practica- 
ble sand beach has its guard detail of Span- 
ish cavalry: These are ih constant touch 
with the massed Spanish infantry and ar- 
tillery occupying the crest of the low Coast 
ridge. The large units of the enemy are 
there, posted from half to a mile and & half 
back from the beach. They are in read- 
iness to be thrown against the daily ex- 
pected disembarkation of American troops 
in force, and they keep sharp lookout. 

The feat of dodging into shore between 
Spanish forces, quickly unloading couriers 
or moderate amounts of supplies, and then 
slipping out again, is a thing for the mos- 
quito fleet. They get shot at also, but they 
can move quickly out of range. 

Yesterday afternoon the Tecumseh sheered 
away from Cuba. General Nunez was on 
board in charge of four Cuban couriers. 
One pair was Colonel Baldomero Acosta and 
Estaban Delgado, the other Major Alfredo 
Sima and Olympia Traviese. 

Acosta is a brave man. He has been re- 
peatedly wounded, but kept Havana's west- 
ern suburbs in excitement for two years 
until his uncured injuries all but paralyzed 
his body. Now he is in eager active service 
of the United States forces. 

Sima arrived in Key West only a week ago. 
With his companion he had captured a Span- 
ish fishing boat and sailed to the blockading 
squadron. It was decided to attempt to re- 
trieve the Gussie’s failure. One pair of 
couriers was to be landed at one point, and, 
if resisted there, the other couple were to be 
put ashore at a new place. 
somehow or other communication was 
to be established with certain insurgent 
forces, and such has been done. Cuban 
Coast Pilot Blanco saw black coast line 
shortly before daylight this morning. Lieu- 
tenant G. R. Evans, commanding the re- 
named tug Edward Lauterback of New 
York, quietly called the engine-room 
through the speaking-tube, as gongs would 
have made too much fotse.

The street railway company's Committee 
on Compensation seems to be near the 
throes of dissolution. Its next meeting, 
which is set for Tuesday, is apt to be its 
last, and if it should survive it seems cer- 
tain to be shorn of part of its membership. 
Some of its members do not like the attitude 
in which they have been placed before the 
public and declare they will drop the whole 
thing unless something can be done to re- 
Organize the committee as to entitle it toa 
greater share of public confidence than it 
is now enjoying. 

James H. Eckels, President of the Com- 
mercial National Bank and chairman of the 
committee, put the situation in this way 
yesterday: 

“Unless something can be done so that 
there is a prospect of some public good re- 
sulting from the action of the committee it 
might as well stop right now. There is no 
use going Gn on the present lines.“ 

Mr. Eckels and H. A. Knott, another 
members of the subcommittee of the main 
committee, called on Mayer Harrison during 
the day to see if something could not be 
done to secure for the committee the stand- 
ing the members are anxious it should have. 
As Mr. Eckeis explained it we called on 
Mr. Harrison in a private capacity and not 
as representing the committee.” 


Pit to the Mayor. 


They represented to the Mayor that the 
committee as organized was in a position 
where it was apt to be looked on as a per- 
sonal appointment.of Mr. Yerkes and as 
such they doubted its power for usefulness.

The labor organizations are finding fault 
with the selection of Mr. McCormick: to 
represent them on the committee and asking 
by what authority he was named. They 
are also insisting they ought to have a larg- 
er representation on the body. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick says, however, that he was picked 
out by B. B. Lamb, who selected the com- 
mittee, and not by any labor organization. 

Speaking of compensation to the city, the 
Mayor said: 

The matter of compensation is one on 
which there may be honest differences of 
opinion. Last week W. K. Ackerman told 
me Ahat he did not believe the companies 
could afford to pay 10 per cent. Now, he is 
an expert on such matters, and I know he is 
honest and unbiased in what he says. Then, 
again, a prominent stock broker who has an 
interest in the three big roads told me that 
he believed the companies should pay 10 
per cent compensation. That is a fair illus- 
tration of how men may honestly differ in 
their opinions on compensation. I still in- 
sist, however, that the city should reccive 
at least 10 per cent and that the roads should 
be compelled to use the grooved rail on all 
lines. Further than that, I am opposed to 
fifty-year franchises at any terms. The 
report of the business-men’s committee on 
compensation will be treated just the same 
as suggestions from any other . citizens. 
There will be nothing official in its findings. 
When the proper time comes mass-meetings 
will be held in all the wards to keep the 
Aldermen in line to vote for the people's in- 
terests.“
